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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: As per reasons stated in the previous Office 
Action, dated 09/22/2006. Applicants argue that Nishima fails to teach or suggest "an in situ baking step, wherein a silicon substrate 
having hard to soft photoresist layers is baked for a predetermined period of time under a pressure of 760 Torr while said silicon substrate 
is placed on a hot plate" as recited in independent claim 1 and that the abstract of JP-1 01 89541 teaches obtaining a low-pressure 
treatment method in which the temperature of a substrate to be plasma-ash-treated is raised up to a treatment start temperature in a short 
time. Applicants' arguments are not persuasive. Applicants' attention is drawn to the teaching of Nishima, which recites removing 
photoresist from semiconductor wafer utilizing a baking step followed by ashing step only during which the wafer with photoresist is 
vacuumized. Nowhere Nishima teaches the use of vacuum or applying the pressure during the baking step. The deficiency in Nishina 
compare to the instant claim 1 is that Nishina does not explicitly teach placing a wafer on a hot plate. However, this deficiency is met by 
JP'541 , who teaches the use of hot plate for. efficient raising substrate temperature in a similar process. The reason of using the reference 
to JP'541 is to show the use of hot plate and not to obtain additional processing parameters. Applicants' attention is drawn to the fact that 
had the references to Nishina and/or JP'541 taught each and every limitation of the instant claim 1 , they would have been used in 
anticipation rejection. In the instant case the rejection is made over the combination of references under 35 (JSC 1 03(a) wherein the 
deficiency of the primary reference is remedied by the secondary reference and the proper motivation is provided why the references are 
combinable. Applicants are reminded that one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections are 
based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 
231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). Therefore, the rejections of the previous Office Action are sustained.. 
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
